“ Essentials of success in reportorial 


w ork" was the subject o f a lecture 
presented on Monday morning to the 
members off the Newspaper W riting 


class by Roy E. Harrold, the manag­ 
ing editor of the Rushville D aily R e ­ 
publican. 


Mr. Harrold brought to his speech 


a facility of expression and a wealth 


of newspaper experience, which made 


it interesting as well as valuable to 
teacher and student alike. 
H e em­ 


phasized especially the practical as­ 
pects of journalistic 
work 
and so 
contributed m aterial 
not 
usually 
found in text books on the subjects. 


M r. H arrold’s lecture was in short 
as follows: 


“ The duty off the reporter is 
to 


gather and write news. 
The gather­ 


ing of news has a peculiar fascina­ 
tion since it puts him in touch with 
the joys and sorrows o f 
life 
and 
gives him a conception of the motives 


that inspire the actions of people. 


In the writing of news, however, no

The general use of potatoes in. the 


average family and the better cus- 
toms prevailing in many homes in 
preparing" the tubers for food 
are 


based on sound -economic/and diet- 
etic reasons, according to specialists 
of the Office of Home Economics of 
the 'U. S. Department o'f Agriculture. 
Studies of the preparation and use of 
potatoes as food are reported in De- 
partment of Agriculture Bulletin No. 
468, recently issued. 
• 


Potatoes are easy to cook in a 


variety of ways. From the point of 
view 
of 
dieteteics, they furnish 


starch in one readily digestible form, 
contain' mineral substances 
o'f im- 


portance ito.the body, and—ra fact 
less generally known—tend to make 
the tissues and. fluids of th# body 
alkaline, so counteracting the ten- 
dency of meats, eggs, fish and like 
foods to create acid'conditions. Since 
the body does its work best when its 
condition is either neutral or slight- 
ly alkaline, potatoes, like most vege- 
tables, perform an important func- 
tion in the diet besides furnishing 
energy-p'roducing 
material. 
This 


scientific 'fact justifies the custom 
that is prevalent in many families 
of serving a goodly supply of'pota- 
toes' or other vegetables -with- each 
helping of meat. ' 
'•' 


Potatoes, however, while a valu- 


able addition to a mixed .diet, ;alone 
'are not suited to meet the needs of 
the body because .of their poverty in 
proteins and fat. 
Of (these latter 


'important elenjenjs ,protein is fur- 
nished in meats, 'reggs, fish, 
beans, and similar foods, and' fat in 
butter, bacon, table oils, and Jhe 
fats and oils used in cookery; 
' 


Greater care than commonly .-is 


exercised should be taken in peeling 
potatoes. Very often 20 per cenfof 
the potato is pared away. This re- 
sults not only in ihe waste </£ consid- 
erable potato hut also in !the loss of 
one of the most, valuable portions o'f 
the tuber, since the soJnable mineral 
salts are present in the material near 


be preserved by a more careful remo- 
val of the'skin, as by shallow paring 
or rubbing, and also by boiling 
or 


baking the potatoes in their jackets. 


Paring before 
boiling, however, 


may be !the most desirable method of 
cooking potatoes which through an 
undue exposure to light may ha>Ve ac- 
quired a bitter taste; or those which 
have been kept until late in the 
spring, since in this 'way more of the 
disagreeable flavor is 
eliminated. 


•Such potatoes may also be soaked 
before cooking. 


While these methods may be de- 


sirable with potatoes 
which have 


been exposed !to light, they result in 
the loss of considerable food 
value 


without 
compensating i advantages 


when applied to new or well-matured 
potatoes. If such potatoes are boiled 
after paring, 'they should be dropped 
into, boiling water instead of being 
placed on the stove in cold water. By 
the'later method there is twice 
the 


loss of protein, 
or tissue-building 


elements, resulting from the former. 
The Joss o'f mineral matter is about 
the same eacli method. There is no 
loss of starchy materials in ' boiling 
'unless portions of. the tuber 
break 


off, 
- 
- 


Practically the only loss when po- 


ta!toes are baked in/theii- skins is of 
the water which escapes 'as steam.- 
The-more or less common-custom of 
pricking holes in the skin of 
baked 


potatoes or breaking them is ex- 
plained by the 'fact 'that'unless the 
steam which is formed inside the 
skin is allowed to escape it 
will 


change back into water and produce 
sogglness. 


Potatoes which have turned green 


and sprou'fcing -tubers have present a 
considerable quantity of sohcniri, an 
acrid poisonous 
substance which 


though not dangerous in the quan- 
tities ordinarily met with, gives:a dis- 
agreeable flavor. It is best, there* 
fore, to avoid such potatoes or to 
cut out green or sprouting portions.
